The Executive Board made his- 
tory last week when they finally 
released College Publications from 
their jurisdiction as found in the 
old as well as the new constitu- 
tion. 

Article IV, Section 2, Clause D 
now states that the Executive 
Board shall have the power to 
“Exercise supervisory power over 
all student publications.” Since the 
new Constitution had not yet been 
accepted by the Associated Stu- 
dents, the Board has the power to 
delete or change any article con- 
tained therein. 


It was moved by John Beall and 
seconded by myself that the above 
clause be stricken. It was passed 
unanimously. 

In essence, this action allows 
complete freedom of the press. 
The student government does not 
relinquish all of their power, 
however, because the Supreme 
Court established in the new con- 
stitution will try any cases 
brought up over controversies and 
violations of student law or moral 
cases. This includes the publica- 
tions, as it should.

A:S. Election Returns 
Show Decrease in Vote

“This is perhaps the third election, out of 24 that I’ve 
seen, that over 200 people voted,” stated Mr. Ernest Crain 
in reply to a question asked him about this campaign 
compared to others in the past. 
In the election held last week 382 out of a possible 


1,000 student body card holders 

yoted for the office of Associated 
- Student President. These figures 
are just 10 lower than the total 
for the'same office one year ago. 
In that election 392 votes were 
cast out of a possible number of 
800. 

The real story is told in the per- 
centages. Last Spring 45.7 per 
cent of the student body card 
holders voted for the office of 
A. S. President. This Spring 37.5 
per cent of the possible total of 
1,000 votes were cast. These fig- 
ures compare favorably with the 
national average of 53 per cent in 
the 1956 presidential election. | 

To illustrate how the voting 
trends at Santa Ana College have 
picked up over the years it is in- 
teresting to note the number of 
votes cast for the office of A. S. 
President in the Spring of 1954. 
In that year the winner got a 
total of 72 votes. The A. S. vice- 
president got a total of 80 votes 
to win. The total votes cast 
amounted to only 143.

The main argument against the 
validity of the new constitution 
was that it was not posted one 
week before elections. However, 
it did appear in the El Don one 
week before election time, making 
it legal to vote on the new issue. 

The constitution change requir- 
ed a two-thirds positive vote of all 
those voting in order for ratifi- 
cation. In the recent election the 
results were 269-110 in favor of 
the constitution. 

The two major changes made 
by the constiution committee were 
the switch from one semester of- 
fices to one year terms for A. S. 
officers and board members, and 
the set up of three branches of 
student government; Student 
Council (old Exec. board), Execu-
